A. The Reaton of. this Phenomenon, has been 
bit lately ditcovered by Aftroneimers. For ir was 
formerly thought thar a Lunar Eclipfe was cauted 
by the Moon's Geing pianged into the real fhadow 
of the Ter: eftriai Giobe, and that the Penumbra :s 
cauled by the Rays of the Sun, being partly inter- 
cepted near th Cone of the Barth’s fhadow. But 
tipon aymicer Scrutmy found chat the Earths 
fhadow does really never reach fo far as the Moon, 
and therefore cannot be the Canute of its Felipte, 
For the Earths fhadow: never reaches farther taan 
gocoo Sea-Leagues, fuppofing the Earth's 
meter to be 1146 fuch Leagues ; whereas the 
Moon even in her Perigeum is above 57000 
Leavnes diftant from the Earth. For the Earth’s 

fhadow is very much fhurened by Reaton of the 
Refraction of the Rays of Light in their Paffage 
thro’ the Atmoiphere. But the Armofphere itlelf 
kenge very grofs in refpect of the pure Echereal 
Air, and fo partly hindering the Rays of Light 
10 Penetrate it, there is cauled by the Interpofition 
ct vs Vapors a new fhadow, whole Diamecer and 
lerpch du far furpats the true thadow of the Earth 
anu reach even beyond the diftance of the Moon, 
Now che.e Vapors are {6 much the more Tran{pa- 
-yent asthey are the more remote from us; whence 
iwcomes to pafs that they alfo make a more faint 
‘low atthe beginning and end of the Eclipfe.

Say thar - the Attack 
on the fide of Lambre the Sap ts earrying 

on to a Line the Enemy have madea long the Cla- 
cis towards the Saliant Angle of the Covered-way, 
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before the Baftion of Thienc, which is the only 
Ground the Enemy continue poffeffed of on this 
fide; and laft Night we began a Bridge over the 
Ditch of the Ravelin on the Left, which was car- 
ried on almoft to the Foot of the Breach, notwith- 
ftanding the Enemy have raifed the Warcr in the 
Ditch of the Body of the Place, {o as to overflow 
part of the Covered-way; That they have l:kewile 
raifed a Battery of 5 Picces of Cannon near the 
firft Ditch, to difmount fome Piezes the buemvy 
have brought on this fide, which incommode cur 
Trenches; Thae at the Attack on the fide of Sx. 
Quentin, they paffed the firft Ditch laft Nigh, and 
made a Lodgment on the Glacis; (har Lloutenanc- 
General Cadogan, who fer out with the Convoy 
trom Gand on Monday laft, with a Guard of 
2000 Foot and j00 Horfe, having feen them tate 
as far as Courtray, came back io. the Ary Jatt 
Nighr, and the Convoy has Orders to proceed to 
Pont Rouge, where the Diftribuuon will be mace 
of the Ammunition and Provifiuns for the ret- 
pective Garritons.
